CINCUSAREUR 020809 Z APR 73 WHICH SENT ACTION CDRUSTASCOM- 
EUR AND MAAG BONN WITH INFO COPY TO MAAG LISBON. THAT 
CABLE PROVIDES LATEST INFO AVAILABLE CONCERNING EXCESS 
EVAC HOSPITALS IN FRG. 

2. PACKAGED DISASTER HOSPITALS -( A) SOME 2100 RPT2100 
PACKAGED DISASTER HOSPITALS HAVE NOW BECOME AVAILABLE AS 
EXCESS FROM U. S. PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE. DISPOSAL BEING 
HANDLED ON FIRST COME BASIS THROUGH GSA. IN ADDITION 

TO THE COMPLETE DISASTER HOSPITALS, WHICH INDIVIDUALLY 
SITED THROUGHOUT THE UNITED STATES, REPLACEMENT ITEMS 
ARE WAREHOUSED AT 12 LOCATIONS IN U. S. 

( B) DEPARTMENT HAS POUCHED AVAILABLE CATALOGUES 
CONCERNING THESE HOSPITALS TO EMBASSY. THESE PACKAGED 
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DISASTER HOSPITALS APPEAR TO US AS POSSIBLY VERY 
ATTRACTIVE ITEMS FOR PORTUGUESE MINISTRY OF HEALTH. 
ALTHOUGH THEY HAVE BEEN STORED FOR 15-20 YEARS, MANY 
HAVE BEEN REFURBISHED SINCE THEN. BASIC HOSPITAL

DENTAL SECTION, X- RAY SECTION, GENERATOR, PHARMACEUTICALS, 
STERILIZER, LABORATORY SECTION, ETC. EQUIPMENT IS 
DESIGNED FOR EMERGENCY AND DISASTER USE AND IS NOT 
EQUIVALENT OF THAT FOUND IN MODERN HOSPITALS. BESIDES 
ITS POSSIBLE USE IN PORTUGAL AS INDIVIDUALLY STORED 
HOSPITALS AVAILABLE IN THE EVENT OF DISASTERS, SOME OF 
EQUIPMENT WOULD SEEM APPROPRIATE FOR STOCKING SMALL
